Barack  Obama  recently  award¬ 
ing  a  Presidential  Medal  of 
Freedom  posthumously  to 
Milk,  the  nation's  first  openly 
homosexual  person  elected  to 
public  office.

Representatives,  46-28,  along 
party-line  votes  with 
Democrats  in  the  majority. 

Milk  was  a  San  Francisco

The  text  of  foe  bill 
says  "all  public  schools  and 
educational  institutions  are 
encoumged  to  observe."

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Culture  Digest:  Evangelist  wins  case.  Bud  ta 
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NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  — 
Jesse  Morrell,  a  24-year-old 
with  a  ministry  of  traveling  to 
college  campuses  to  preach  foe 
Gospel,  has  won  a  settlement 
with  foe  city  of  New  Haven, 
Conn.,  to  resume  calling  stu¬ 
dents  to  repentance  on  the 
streets  near  Yale  University  in 
New  Haven,  Cn. 

In  2004,  when  Morrell  was 
still  a  teenager,  he  tried  to 
express  his  faith  vocally  at  four 
different  locations  on  public 
streets  outside  nightclubs  in 
New  Haven.  Each  time,  police 
officers  warned  him  he  would 
be  arrested  if  he  continued,  and 
one  even  ripped  foe  wire  from 
his  tape  recorder  after  he 
informed  the  officer  that  he  was 
documenting  foe  confrontation. 

The  officers  told  Morrell 
that  club  patrons  had  com¬ 
plained  about  his  preaching 
and  said  his  speech  was 
“arenoyirtg,"  thereby  violating 
the  local  noise  ordinance.  In 
2005,  All  ie  nee  Defense  Fund 
(ADF)  filed  a  lawsuit  against 
the  New  Haven  police,  citing 
the  First  Amendment. 

"Christians  shouldn’t  be 
penalized  for  expressing  their 
beliefs,"  Jonathan  Scruggs  of 
ADF  said.  "Police  cannot 
silence  citizens  because  they  or 
others  think  their  message  is 
'annoying/  All  Americans  are 
free  to  peacefully  exercise  their 
First  Amendment  right  to  free 
speech  on  a  public  sidewalk, 
loose  rights  must  be  protected, 
or  we're  a)!  in  trouble." 


On  Aug  17,  the  city  of  New 

Haven  agreed  to  a  consort  order 
that  will  allow  Morrell  to  share 
his  faith  on  the  sidewalk  with¬ 
out  fear  of  harassment  or  arrest. 

Alan  Sears,  also  of  ADF, 
noted  that  regardless  of  whether 
people  approve  of  foe  style  or 
message  Morrell  employs,  he 
has  foe  right  to  speak. 

"Not  even  all  Christians  feel 
comfortable  with  some  of  those 
who  proclaim  the  Gospel  in 
public  places,  but  foe  right  to 
speak  openly  about  our  faith  is 
more  important  than  personali¬ 
ties  or  personal  preferences  and 
comfort  zones,  Sears  wrote  in 
an  Aug.  25  ADF  news  release. 

Morrell  whose  ministry  is 
called  Open  Air  Outreach,  trav¬ 
els  the  country  sharing  the 
Gospel  through  tracts  and  Bible 
distribution  as  well  as  personal 
conversations  and  open  air 
preaching  Some  describe  his 
mesa  age  as  edgy  because  he 
specifically  calls  homosexuals, 
drunkards,  pomographers.  and 
others  to  repentance. 

His  own  testimony  indudes 
a  history  of  drug  tee,  drug  traf¬ 
ficking  and  larceny  —  all 
before  he  was  16.  It  was  during 
rehabilitation  as  a  1 5-year-old 
that  he  heard  the  Gospel  mes¬ 
sage  and  accepted  Christ  as  his 
Savior,  committing  his  lift  to 
helping  others  find  freedom 

A  YouTube  video  shows 
Morrell  preaching  near  foe 
campus  of  foe  University  of 
Texas  in  Austin,  where  a  stu¬ 
dent  Holding  an  open  Bible  asks 


him  to  read  Matthew  7:1-5. 
Morrell  quotes  tire  passage  and 
then  asks  the  gathered  students 
if  they  know  what  it  meats. 

Tt  means  hypocrites  cannot 
judge,"  Morrell  said.  "If  you 
have  a  log  in  your  eye,  you  can¬ 
not  judge.  So  like  I  said,  if  1  was 
out  getting  wasted  and 
smashed,  I  can't  judge  you 
guys  for  getting  wasted  and 
smashed  because  I  have  a  log  in 
my  own  eye,  but  since  Jesus 
took  the  log  out  of  my  eye,  I  can 
see  dearly  to  help  remove  foe 
speck  that's  in  you r  own."

Several  college  administrators 
are  upset  over  a  campaign  by 
Anheuser-Busch  called  "Fan 
Cans,"  which  features  beer  care 
mimidking  the  school  colors  of  27 
universities  around  the  nation. 

Near  Louisiana  State 
Urav  /sity  in  Baton  Rouge,  foe 
cans  are  purple  and  gold.  Near 
Iowa  State  University  in  Ames, 
they're  red  and  gold.  The  Wall 
Street  Journal  reported  foal  foe 
campaign  is  renewing  the  debate 
over  foe  role  of  beer  makers  in 
encouraging  college  drinking. 

Some  administrators  are 
demanding  that  the  -ales  be 
stopped  because  the  promo¬ 
tions  could  contribute  to 
underage  drinking  and  binge 
drinking  and  give  the  impres¬ 
sion  that  the  schools  are 
endorsing  the  beer.  Evert  the 
Federal  Trade  Commijsion 
has  expressed  disapproval  of 


Anheuser-Busch's  effort  at 
reviving  Bud  Light,  whose 
sales  are  expected  to  register 
the  first  annual  decline  m  its 
27-vear-history.  "tA 

'’Our  concern  about  foe  cam¬ 
paign  is  that  when  you're  talk¬ 
ing  about  a  college  campus, 
you're  talking  about  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  many  underage  students, 
and  you're  adding  to  it  a  popu¬ 
lation  erf  mostly  binge  drinkers," 
Janet  Evans,  an  attorney  at  the 
Federal  Trade  Commission, 
said.  Tt  was  not  the  most 
responsible  thing  to  do." 

Tammy  Purves,  spokesper¬ 
son  for  foe  Collegiate  licensing 
Co.,  which  represents  about  200 
colleges,  said  they  have  com¬ 
plained  to  Anheuser-Busch 
about  potential  trademark  vio¬ 
lations.  As  many  as  25  schools 
with  foe  group  have  formally 
asked  foe  brewer  to  stop  foie 
campaign,  she  told  ABC  News.
